mineral and vitamin content, while j 
a small amount, about as allowed 
now, preserves them.

GRASS IS DECLARED 
EXCELLENT FOR HAY 


A native grass of the black- 
lands, Little Bluestem, or some- 
times called prairie or sage grass 
by early settlers, is being planted 
by farmers co-operating with the 
Navarro-Hlll soil conservation dis- 
trict. 
Although very few native 


meadows can be found of this vig- 
orous 
leafy 
plant, several 
new 
areas are gradually being estab- 
lished for meadow and pasture 
purposes. 


Ori the R. D. Fleming farm 


south of Corsicana, operated 
by 
Hubert Elders, a 80-acre native 
meadow of this grass is still pro- 
ducing excellent hay. 
Mr. Elders 


states as a hay crop for feeding 
to cattle, Little Bluestem is super- 
ior to such forage cropg as sor- 
ghum nnd millet which tend to 
''burn out" cattle over a period 
of feeding. 
He also states that 
livestock eat this hay very read- 
ily, being much more palatable 
than other forage crops raised 
on the farm.
